“During the night, these four 
prisoners had somehow manage 
to loosen themselves from the 
handcuffs and light chains with 
which they were secured In ac- 
cordance with general gaol ‘prac- 
tice. 

“When the ‘Principal Warder, 
who was accompanied by another 
warder as assistant, entered the 
cell, they were both pounced upon, 
. by the four men—two prisoners 
to cach warder. A struggle eneu- 
ed, the two officers’.being over-) 
powered and relieved of their re- 


" volvers. 


“The noise of the affair attract- 
ed the attention of other officers 
who immodistely hurried to the 


. scene, and the prisoners used the

two stoleu revolvera, firing at the 
officers. 


“What happened ‘immediately 
after that is still to form the sub- 
ject-of investigation.” It is known, 
however, that three officers were 
shot. Two European officers were 
shot in the leg—one in the but- 

tock and one in the, thigh. -An 
officer was shot in the 
ankle. None of the officers were 
seriously* wounded.

Priyoners Not Wounded. 


. Asked if any of the prisoners 
were wounded, Mr. Franks said 
that they were not, but that one 
of them was knocked ont by 
a blow on'the head, presum- 
ably in the struggle with the two 
warders upon whom .they sprang 
the surprise attack.

At that time only three nations 
vere involvyed—the Englis!

was appointed-to take control of 
the positian, other nationals 
assisting him. Their organisation 

‘proved so successful that when 
the Rebellion was suppressed the 
then Imperial Government desired

In fairness to the old officials, 

‘it must be said that their salaries 
were so Lotally inadequate that it 
was impossible for them to -live 
swithout aecepting brits.

HOPES FOR’ FUTURE. 


No. part of the country fs 
watching the happtnings In China 
with more concern than is Lanca- 
shire, writes Mr. J, Rankine Fin- 
layson, Chairman of the, China 
Section of the Manchester Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in tha Daily 
Mail: He continues:—When Lan- 
cashire thinks of her trade with 
China sho has in mind mainly her 
vital “interests im the ‘export of 
cotton yarns and textiles, al- 
though machinery, chemicals, and. 
other commodities ara sent trom 
that part of the country in con- 
siderable“bulk to, China,’ 

China is Lancashire’s second 
biggest customer for textiles— 
“grey,” bleached, printed ‘and 
dyed cotton piece goods, used by 
the Chinese to make their clothing. 
It has been usual In Manchester 
to regard markets other than India 
and” China as “minor. markets.” 
When India and China are buying 
freely at one and the same time 
the Manchester. Royal Exchange 
is busy, and, manufacturers’ re- 
quirements as to delivery quickly 
become extended to months ahead. 


Decline in Trade. © 


China, unfortinately, cannot be 
said to have been in the market 
for some time past. It is a lament- 
able fact that in the last two 
years our cotton exports to ‘thac 
‘country, reckoned in yardage, are 
less than -one-third of pre-war 
quantities. During the five years 
’!909-1918 there were shipped’ an- 
nually, on an average, some 550 
million**square yards of cotton 
‘piece goods, whercas 


1926. 177 million. 

The difference -in the compari- 
tson of values, it is true, is not so 
marked. The value of exports to 
-CGhina--may--be- roughly_satated_.as 
£9,000,000-nverage per annum for 
1909- 1913, and “about £7,600,000 
for each of the two years 1925 and 
1926. The value of the total cot- 
‘ton export in 1926 was £116,000,- 
000: The difference. in money 
value is obviously acounted for 
by the higher: prices now obtain- 
ing as compared with those ot pre-' 
war times, 

This shrinkage in trade causes 
much distressful idleness, for 
aneashire’s commodities are pro- 
duced by, ‘and concern, great num- 
bers of our’ fellow-countrymen. 
There is not only .the ‘army of 
workers in the spinning mills and 
weaving sheds; there are also all 
manner ‘ of allied trades, such ag 
dyeing, bleaching, calico printing 
packing for export and. transport 
of every kind, employing thou- 
sands of men and women, to-say 
nothing’ of the merchant houses

What, then, are the eauses for 
this very serious shrinkage? 

The Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce has within its organisa- 
‘tjon an active “China and. Far 
Fast Executive Committee,” which 
is closely in touch with China. 
This body is composed of Man- 
chester merchants, several of 
whom have resided in China, while 
others make periodica! visits 
there. This body recently gave 
its opinion that ‘ ithe major part of 
this loss of trade has been caused 
by the ‘political conditions ‘in 
China and that the best chance 
of recovering this trade lies in 
an early,réstoration . of political 
stability and security in that 
country.” 

There are,.of course, also other 
causes that have militated against 
us.

The omens..are ‘not propitious 
for the future of silver, state 
Mossirs, Samuel Montagu: and Co., 
in their annual bullion letter. 


Apart from China, It has ceased 
to be the basis of any important 
curroncy., Even a3 a material for 
subsidiary’ coins, its use has be- 
come very restricted, The propor- 
tion of alloy in silver that is being 
minted has been Increased by 
govern! European" states, Includ- 
ing Great Britain, and elsewhere 
small notes or coins of base thetal 
are often employed in lieu of silver 
pieces. During the year under 
review the Royal Commission upon 
Indian Currency has proposed 
changes which it ‘ts expected will 
hinder the fresh mintage of silver, 
a severe blow, even if redundant 
silyer rupees at some future date 
be ‘not demonetized. a ‘ 


Future Prices, 


_ As silver has ‘lost more than 4 
{juarter’ of its value during the 
yenr, the question: naturally arises 
whether the factors in viéw sug- 
gest recovery or whether they in- 
dicate that the price of the metal 
has not even yet fallen to ite 
economic level. ’ ‘. " 

The possibility of material re- 
duction in output is doubtful, and 
a general return to o-policy of 
coining: silver can hardly be ex- 
pected when details of expense are 
go crucial to the crippled world. 
-A good demand may, be expected 
from the Indian Bazaars, despite 
Indian Government disspasion of 
hoardiix, but any cliance of an 
improvement dopends upon falling 
prices. In present girewmstances,

badges, which, sold at £1 cach, re- 
lieved the holder from the ‘atten- 
tions of the collectors.
